Be it ordained 'by the Council

] County Anti-Tuberculosis league 
•by Robert G. Patterson, director,

tuberculosis in 


i the Buckeye state show that dur- 
iing the past 
seven 
years one 


i death out of every ten in this 
state resulted -from tuberculosis. 
.From 1909 to 1916 47,683 'deaths 
jin Ohio were caused by tubercn- 
! losis. Total deaths for this period 
! of time from all diseases was 454, 
602. 
During this length of time 


7,495 persons died from typhoid 
fever, 5,548 from diphtheria, 3,263 
from whooping cough and only 62 


i from smallpox so it can be seen 
[that .tuberculosis continues by 
wide margin to be the disease that 
most people died from in our 
state," Mr. Patterson said in the 
short address he made at this 
meeting last night. 


"But in spite of this record I 


am glad to say that deaths from 
tuberculosis in Ohio are gradual- 
ly being reduced, the disease is 
not spreading as it use to and 
many complete.cures are being ef- 
fected, thanks to the efficient me- 
thods pursued not only by your 
local organization but every anti- 
tuberculosis league in Ohio. There 
are 82 cities in Ohio that have 
over 5,000 people and 47 of these 
have visiting nurses. Greenfield 
is the smallest city and Cleveland 
the largest. What your league 
has accomplished here I need not 
enumerate. May its good work 
continue," Mr. Patterson con- 
tinued. 


The speaker also stated that the 


Ohio Anti-Tubereuiosis league had 
plans underway to look after the 
school children in the future. 


"Most adults who are found af- 


flicted with tuberculous are al- 
ready in the second stages and 
have been afflicted with pulmo- 
nary trouble probably from their 
school days. We believe that if 
the school children are examined 
thoroughly that the number of tu- 
berculosis cases ia Ohio will be re- 
dnced wonderfully." 


Simon Labold, who acted as 


chairman stated that an effort is 
being made to place a visiting 
nurse'in the public schools here in 
order that the children may be 
thoroughly examined. 


Mr. Patterson before the meet- 


ing adjourned stated that at the 
next meeting of the Ohio legisla- 
ture an attempt would be made to 
have a law passed whereby much 
of the work against tuberculosis 
in Ohio can be carried out by the 
boards o£ health in various Ohio 
cities.

Plan To Reduce

mid coke ovens, the officials of 
the Whitaker-Glessner 
company 


plan to produce their products at 
such a cost they can get profit- 
able'contracts even during 
the 


dull seasons. They plan to oper- 
ate throughotit these times at full 
capacity. 


By acquiring the Tdlewild prop- 


erty arid options on the property 
in the Lakeside addition, the com- 
pany will be able to erect their 
blast furnaces, and their Iry-prod- 
nct coke ovens without interfering 
with the expansion of the huge 
steel plant.

WHEN AWAY ROM BOMB 
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HENS, STEEL AND MONEY 


A wader is disposed to take issue with the contention og 


Tie Times that the product of 100,000 hens would he worth more 
thin the wages of several hundred steel mill -works. 


Now let us get this thing straight. We would rather have a 


ste«l industry, or an addition to the local steel mills, that would 
employ several hundred men, say four hundred, of which we have 
fair prospect, than speculative increase of ten times ten thousand 
bens. For with the mills we may get the hens, but the hens would 
never bring BB the mills and their army of toilers. That, however, 
does not alter the figures, or the potentialities of the value of the 
hen as an Industrial institution. Let us look into this, starting 
with the hundred thousand hens. The average layer will produce 
250 eggs a year. iWith our flock that would mean twenty-five mil- 
lion eggs annually. Of these two million dozens could .'be marketed 
and the remainder used for home consumption and the maintain- 
anee and increase of the flock. "Whether sold, eaten or hatched, 
the value would foe the same, say 30 cents a dozen. That would 
give in round numbers $625,000 the first year. Incerasing the 
flock by fifty per cent each year, at the end of ten years we would 
have 550,000 layers and a production of 137,500,000 eggs, the lat- 
ter of a round value of $3,500,000. 
Add the values of the first and 


tenth year together and divide by two, we have $2,062,500 as the 
average annual production, or a grand total of $20,625,000 
for 


the full ten years. But that is not all Of course, as the 
hens 


grow older they are sold off and say this would be fifty per cent 
each year. This would bring at least an aditional million, making 
the grand income $21,625,000. And we must not overlook another 
important incident. Chickens are the finest of fertilizers. The 
ranging of them over a field adds materially to its 
crop 
yield. 


One is worth in that respect annually quite as much as it will sell 
for. So as mere fertilizers we could give the flock credit for two 
million dollars more on the decade and be modest at that. 


Yes, the chicken as an industry is a wonder, but with all that 


well take steel mills in ours. . "VVe like tlie royal way in which 
the good fellows that toil therein let go of their money. 


A GREAT TRINITY 


To our way of thinking, and we are duly modest about it, the 


three best papers, not only in Ohio, but for tho country, size of 
towns considered, are the Marion Star, the Mansfield News and 
The Portsmouth Times. A further likeness between them is that 
each is published in a city and county of quite equal population 
and the politics of the big majority is opposite that of the papers. 


It was much the same a decade ago and we recall with what 


interest we were then watching the growth of all in circulation. 
The Star and The News were well abreast of each 
other 
and 


somewhat to our chagrin considerably ahead of The Times. But 
the passing years have brought their compensation. The News 
and The Star are still ahreast, but 
considerably 
'behind 
The 


Times. According to latest figures, The Star has 6,750 circula- 
tion, The News 7,069, and The Times, 9,787. The first two have 
gained about 60 per cent in ten years, The Times about 125 per 
cent, the latter far more than doubling. It is true The Times has 
'gained materially since the entire disappearance 
of 
competition, 


but for a matter of two years its circulation lias been 
hovering 


around the 9,000 point And bow odd it is that passing the 9,000 
mark didn't sem half so interesting an achievement as attaining 
the 4,000 and the 5,000. Can it be because at the 4,000 point the 
business began to break even and at the 5,000 a little profit was in 
sight. This is not contradictory of the fact that no newspaper 
can live off its subscriptions, but subscriptions are essential in 
fixing the rate of advertising and reaching what were in their days 
considered big figures in circulation the charge for 
advertising 


was quite promptly marked up. Let us say right here too, that 
had it not 'been for the fact that the management had the nerve to 
advance advertising rates and stand pat on the 
advance, The 


Times would long since have gone the way of every other Ports- 
mouth paper.
